"Business has been waiting the greater part 


of the week, and the elections are expected to 
give it a sharp stimulus. Whether men are 
right or wrong in expecting better things, the 
fact that they expect them does tend to make 
things better. Thus a larger volume of trade 
might be anticipated, aiEhough no present 
events can niter the size of the corn crop, nor 
mate the demand for wheat or cotton closer to 
the supply. Neither can the election returns 
alter the tariff, and, if any Industry is affected 
by It, favorably or unfavorably, the situation 
is exactly the same as it was before the people 
voted, at least for some time to come. But it 
la fair to Infer that further modifications of 
the tariff are rendered less probable by the 
elections of Tuesday, 


''The treasury reports a gain of about $500,- 


000 In its gold reserve for the week, but the 
customs and internal recepts are very low, and 
for the month of November thus far the ex- 
penditures have exceeded the receipts about 
50 per cent. Foreign imports at New York have 
shown a gain of only 2.2G per cent., while in the 
exports of domestic products from New York 
there appears a loss of $4,700,000 for the same 
•weeks, or 27 per cent. 


"The shipments from Boston, according to 


the Shoe and Rubber Reporter, were 78,980 
oases for the week, against 5fi,OC6 for the same 
•week last year. 
No chanue in prices has 


been noted, although manufacturers still com- 
plain that present prices of shoes and boots 
are not remunerative with present prices for 
leather. 


"In the textile industries there is rather 


more hesitation than appeared a week ago. 
Print cloths are lower, having declined to 2.02o, 
and some of the print mills have discontinued 
production because the demand is unsatisfac- 
tory, the shrinkage in the western and south- 
ern demand being attributed to the low prices 
of -wheat and cotton, and to the short crop of 
com.

"Reports of failures are on the whole en- 


couraging In comparison wifh last year, und 
yet the volume of liabilities is larger for the 
season than in any year of ordinary prosperity. 
The aggregate in five weeks ending November 
1 has been 510,772,943, of which S4,38C.77ft were 
of manufacturing and Sfl.SOS.GBC of trading con- 
cerns. The failures d'aring the past week 
have been 261 in the United States, against 358 
last year, and 32 in Canada, against 37 last year. 
There have been a few failures of consequence 
during the week, but none of extensive influ- 
ence."

He per- 
formed his duties as a, ruler to the last 
moment. He died a hero. The czarina 
is prostrate, but she is in no danger 
and will soon recover."

Prof. Leyden has intimated that the 


scientific features of the case of the i 
late czar will form the subject of a lec- 
ture which he will give at the Uni- 
versity of Berlin. 


Prof. Leyden is also reported to have 


said that the czar's end was hastened 
by his aversion to food, the want of 
which weakened him so much that 
death resulted much sooner than the 
doctors had, expected, thus thwarting 
the intention to have the ceremony of 
Princess Alix's conversion take place 
in his majesty's presence. He admits 
differing in opinion from Prof. Zacha- 
rin, but says that they always made an 
amicable compromise. It is not true.

Our municipal system is wrong. It 


is rotten. It has degenerated into a 
system of plunder and spoils. 
It has 


fastened onto the taxpayers of this 
country a vast and useless army of 
non-producers. It has increased taxa- 
tion to a dangerous degree. It h;is cor- 
rupted politics and made it difficult 
for honest men to hold public office. 
It breeds paving rings, contractors, 
combines, 
officeholders, 
trusts and 


bribery. 
In many instances it costs a 


candidate more money to secure the 
office than the 
emoluments thereof 


amount to. Tho natural outgrowth of 
that condition is dishonesty, malfeas- 
ance and outrageous betrayal of trust.' 
It has grown so fast that men do not 
look for honest service on the part of 
municipal office-holders. 
In this par- 


ticular 
tho 
people 
have 
become 


hardened to it, and what is a crime in 
tho oyes of all men and in the eye of 
the law is looked upon as a matter of 
course. 


It, is so also of county affairs. 
This 


county is a shining example. Hero 
men who could command no more than 
Si,000 a .year in any pursuit in life for 
which they are fitlod, arc permitted to 
enjoy fees amounting to §20,000 a year. 
It is a well known fact that the treas- 
urer of this county makes about 8:20,000 
a your; and that tliu county clerk makes 
as much, and has fees coming to him 
for five or six years after his term of 
office- has expired. 
U, C. Quig-glc, after 


two torius as county clerk, employed a 
deputy for five years after he was out to 
collect his fees as they came in, and he 
earned a comfortable living out of the 
county for that length of time after he 
had left the city. The sheriff, auditor, 
probate judge, surveyor and other offi- 
cers receive compensation far in excess 
of what they are really worth, aud 
this money all comes out of the pockets 
of the people. 


In tho city a vast political system is 


built up that adds other grievous bur- 
dens ou tho people. We have a mixed 
system of boards, entrusted, by special 
legislation, with tho expenditure of 
vast sums of money. 
In many cases 


the trust is grossly abused, and the 
people never know precisely what be- 
comes of tho money. In many instances 
it is misapplied. Who knows what the 
gas board is doing now ? ^Yho knows 
what it has been doing for years? 
Who knows what the park board is do- 
ing ? Who has any notion what that 
board proposes to do with the eighty 
odd thousand dollars now in its posses- 
sion ? Who knows half the time what 
the work house board is doing? Who 
knows what tho water works board is 
doing? 


There seems to be no real business 


responsibility anywhere. 
Men who 


know 
nothing about water works 


plants, aud who arc too busy with their 
own affairs to give the matter proper 
attention, handle the money or direct 
its expenditure. Men who know noth- 
ing about gas wells handle thousands 
of dollars in tho gas board. That's the 
way it runs. 


Now how long can the town go along 


without knowing what becomes of the 
money ? How much crookedness is go- 
ing on that the public knows nothing 
about? Does anybody know whether 
tho town is being stolon blind or not ? 
While tho fever is on, while men all 
over tho land are inquiring into mu- 
nicipal crookedness, hadn't we better 
take a look at our own system? Hadn't 
wo bettor find out what's going ou in 
Toledo? We think there is an urgent 
demand for a complete and thorough 
non-partisan investigation 
of every 


board and every office in this town ; and 
tho sooner it is begun the sooner we 
may stop the leaks. The masses as 
well as the heavy taxpayers are inter- 
ested in this. The more economically 
our town is run the lower the tax rate 
and the greater the inducement for out- 
siders with capital to locate here.—To- 
ledo Bee.

The map of tho 
world Is the proof of the Christian re- 
ligion. (3) They manifest the power 
and presence of God in nature, and in 
His daily providence.

one not shows God's presence, Ho is 
wholly present with all His power and 
all His love. 


Preparation by a Long Season of 


Praj'er.—13. "And He goeth up into a 
mountain."

Thus they were sent 
by Christ, even as He had been sent by 
the Father (John 20:21). 


Tho Object of Their Appointment. 


(1) "That they should be with Him:" as 
His companions, friends and helpers. 
(2) That' they might receive His per- 
sonul training, and be prepared to un- 
derstand His nature, His mission, and 
the truths of the new Kingdom. (3) 
Their 
twofold work was first "to 


preach" the Gospel, to herald the good 
news, thus enlarging His work; and 
secondly (v. 15), "to heal sicknesses," 
etc., to do the same kind of works of 
mercy which Jesus had done, and thus 
to carry out His mission. 


Their Personality. They were plain 


men who hud not been perverted by 
the false philosophies, traditions and 
morals of the clay. They were mostly 
working-men, business men, practical 
men, but of groat variety of early 
training, and of business life. Som« 
were poor; some were comparatively 
well off; some belonged to country vil- 
lages, some to the city; several were 
fishermen; one was a publican, one u 
zealot.

A SINGULAR PHENOMENON. 


Queer Sounds Issuing from Underground 


on tho Shores of the Kod Sea. 


A singular phenomenon occurs on 


the borders of the Bed sea at a place 
called Nakous, where the intermittent 
underground sounds have been heard 
for an unknown number" of centuries.
